DEATH OF CHARLES WERNER ZADICK, AN 
ACTIVE AND DANGEROUS ANARCHIST. 


A Man to Whom Fear Was Unknown, and

facture and Use of Dynamite.

New York, January 3.—New York has lost 
one of its active and dangerous anarchists in 
the of Charles Werner Zadick, who 
was by the accidental explosion of 
nitro-glycerine near shaft 16 of the new aque- 
duct. Zadock was better known by the nick- 
name of Powder Charley, which was be 


4 stowed upon him by the associates of the im- 


prisoned John Most. He was a man to whom 
fear was unknown. Time after time the de- 
tectives have shadowed him and put the little 
band into fits of fright lest everything 
should be exposed and all of them arrested. 
Through all the excitement Zadick kept on 
his way with the utmost tranquillity making, 
concealing, and transmitting dynamite and 
gun cotton illegally. He came to America 
about six years ago, and was received with 
open arms by the revolutionary brotherhooa 
for the special reason that he had studied 
chemistry to such good purpose that he was 
known as an expert in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives. The story of Zadick’s career was 
partially told in the Sun of last Thursday.

ZADICK AS AN INSTRUCTOR.

Ditt- 
mar eventually discovered that there was a 
leak somewhere in his factory, but never sus- 
ected the truth: lle accused his foreman of 
55 pone the quarrel resulted in his discharge. 

Zadick drew a 
plate and was put into prison on a charge of 
assault. Then a woman appeared who mar- 
ried him while he was in jail. She obtained 
money from Justus Schwab to pay Zadick’s 
fine, and he was released.

Uncleanly Disease-Breeding Day Allowed 
to Remain Two Days. 


Tne walking parties in the morning are 
broken up, and now in the morning and even- 
ing street cars are more crowded than in the 
warmer months. The passengers do not 
object so much to the crush, for each 
addition to the sum ot human tur- 
naces means more warmth. It also means 


more bad air. That point is not taken into 
account by the car companies, and the pass- 
engers suffer for it. In order to make up for 
absence of any heating apparatus—a lack that 
the present century seems bound to endure— 
the company provides hay to keep the feet of 

assengers in aglow of imaginary warmth. 

nat all it is—imagination. Except the smell. 
Forty passengers to a trip tramping over the 
hay, cleaning eighty boots per trip upon 
the slushing wisps leaves it at 


‘night in a sadly odoriferous condition. Often 


times this slushy stuff is allowed to remain in 
the car for two days and gives off the evil 
smells contracted from the soiled clothing and 
shoes of the many passengers for the benefit 
of later comers. the car companies care 
anything for the health or convenience of 
their passengers they would instruct the 
conductors to have a care of the ven- 
tilators in the top of the car to 
seo that they are opened often 
enough to freshen the air that the inmates 
must breathe. They would also give instruc- 
tions regarding the removal of the hay, which 
should not be permitted to remain an entire 
day, much less two days, breeding diphtheria 
and all the diseases contracted in fixe manner. 
On two car lines these rules are in force and 
are enforced, but on the other lines no care ig 
taken during the winter as to cleanliness, and 
none with regard to ventilation.
